The  New  School  Session 

The  School  Year  1954-55  at  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  will  begin  on 
Thursday,  September  9.  The  opening  exercises  of  the  year  will  be  held 
in  the  seminary  chapel  that  evening  at  8:00  o'clock,  at  which  time  the 
address  will  be  delivered  by  Dr.  Harry  A.  Fifield,  Pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Atlanta.  Present  indications  are  that  a  new  class  of 
gratifying  size  and  quality  will  be  formally  welcomed  to  the  campus  at 
that  time,  and  will  assume  the  obligation  required  of  men  who  prepare 
for  the  ministry  at  this  institution. 

All  new  students  are  expected  to  register  on  the  morning  of  September 
7  and  to  attend  the  orientation  program  which  will  begin  that  day  and 
continue  through  Thursday.  Members  of  the  middle  class  are  requested  to 
register  for  courses  on  Wednesday,  September  8,  from  9:40  a.m.  to 
12:4t3  p.m.,  and  seniors  are  asked  to  register  at  corresponding  hours  on 
Thursday,  September  9.  Classes  will  meet  according  to  schedule  beginning 
on  the  morning  of  Friday,  September  10. 

Visiting  Lecturers 

Enriched  Program  Offered  for  the  year  1954-55 

Columbia  Theological  Seminary  is  happy  to  announce  plans  for  the  coming 
of  several  distinguished  foreign  lecturers  who,  together  with  representative 
ministers  from  our  own  section,  will  stimulate  the  thought  and  enrich  the 
life  of  our  faculty  and  students  during  the  months  which  lie  ahead. 

World  Council  Speakers 

In  connection  with  the  Second  Assembly  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches, 
two  able  scholars  have  been  secured  to  remain  in  this  country  and  lecture 
for  us  during  the  week  of  September  20-25.  As  our  Smyth  Lecturer  that 
week,  we  are  happy  to  announce  the  coming  of  Professor  Alan  Richardson 
©f  the  Department  of  Theology,  Nottingham  University,  England  (formerly 
Canon  of  Durham  Cathedral).  Dr.  Richardson,  widely  known  for  his 
various  books  and  articles  in  religious  periodicals,  will  present  the  theme: 
The  Knowledge  of  God  from  the  Biblical  Point  of  View.  Under  this  head- 
ing, he  will  deal  with  such  matters  as  Knowledge,  Truth,  Faith,  Mystery, 
Revelation,  Fulfillment  as  they  occur  in  the  biblical  writings.  Dean  Richard- 
son will  be  heard  each  evening  Monday  through  Friday  at  7:30  p.m.  and 
on  Saturday  morning  at  1 1 :30. 

As  special  lecturer  that  same  week,  the  seminary  will  present  Professor 
H-D.  Wendland  of  the  University  of  Kiel,  Germany.  Dr.  Wendland  is 
known  to  the  readers  of  the  Oxford  Series  for  his  excellent  treatment  of 
The  Kingdom  of  God  and  History.  He  will  speak  here  on  some  questions 


of  social  ethics  under  the  theme:  The  Church  in  the  Mass  Production 
Society  of  the  Twentieth  Century.  Dr.  Wendland  will  be  heard  at  10:15 
each  morning  Monday  through  Saturday. 

Visiting  Professor 

Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  in  collaboration  with  the  Candler  School 
of  Theology  in  Emory  University,  has  secured  the  services  of  Professor 
Oscar  Cullman,  noted  New  Testament  and  early  Church  History  scholar, 
of  Basel,  Switzerland,  for  the  winter  term  of  1954-55.  It  is  expected  that 
Dr.  Cullman  will  hold  a  three-hour  seminar  for  students  and  visiting  mini- 
sters at  Columbia  Seminary  each  Monday  afternoon  and  evening  of  that 
term  in  the  field  of  New  Testament  theology.  In  preparation  for  this  work, 
Dr.  Cullman's  well-known  work  on  Christ  and  Time  will  be  covered  by 
those  who  expect  to  enroll  for  his  seminar.  It  is  hoped  that  announcement 
can  be  made  later  of  a  special  series  of  lectures  to  be  delivered  by  Dr.  Cull- 
man on  consecutive  days  for  the  benefit  of  visitors  outside  the  Atlanta  area. 

Visiting  Scholar  Foundation 

The  University  Center  in  Georgia,  through  its  Visiting  Scholars  Fund,  is 
making  it  possible  for  two  additional  lecturers  of  distinction  to  be  heard 
at  Columbia  Seminary,  Emory  University,  and  Agnes  Scott  College.  Pro- 
fessor H.  H.  Rowley,  noted  biblical  and  archaeological  scholar  of  Man- 
chester, England,  who  is  to  be  in  this  country  as  Sprunt  Lecturer  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  of  Richmond,  is  to  visit  these  three  institutions  for 
lectures  to  be  delivered  March  21-24,  1955.  Under  the  same  foundation 
of  the  University  Center,  Professor  Joachim  Wach  of  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  Lecturer  for  the  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies  has 
been  invited  to  visit  Atlanta  and  to  lecture  at  the  cooperating  institutions 
during  October  of  1955.  The  exact  dates  for  his  coming  will  be  announced 
later. 

Chapel  Speakers 

The  Faculty  is  also  arranging  to  present  once  each  week  a  representative 
leader  of  religious  life  and  thought  at  the  regular  chapel  services.  Dr.  Wade 
H.  Boggs,  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  will  appropriately  be  heard  during  the  first  week  of  the  new  session. 
Other  speakers  who  have  accepted  invitations  to  deliver  messages  on 
Wednesday  mornings  during  the  school  year  include  Dean  Wm.  R.  Cannon 
of  the  Candler  School  of  Theology,  President  Wallace  Alston  of  Agnes 
Scott  College,  Bishop  R.  R.  Claiborne  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Bishop 
Arthur  J.  Moore  of  the  Methodist  Church,  Dr.  R.  O.  McClain,  Pastor  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Atlanta,  Dr.  S.  R.  Oglesby,  Dean  E.  C.  Colwell 
of  Emory  University,  Dr.  Jas.  A.  Jones  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  Dr.  John  R. 
Brokhoff  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  President 


Benjamin  E.  Mays  of  Morehouse  College,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Dr.  Claude  E. 
Pritchard,  Dr.  E.  C.  Scott,  Dr.  Harry  K.  Holland,  and  Dr.  J.  Davison 
Philips.  In  addition  to  the  Moderator  of  our  own  Assembly,  we  are  hoping 
to  arrange  for  the  Moderator  of  one  or  more  of  our  sister  Presbyterian 
Assemblies  to  be  heard  during  the  year. 

An  Invitation  to  Ministers 

Ministers  of  all  churches  in  this  area  are  extended  a  cordial  invitation  to 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  exceptional  program 
outlined  above.  Although  no  sleeping  accommodations  will  be  available  on 
the  campus  for  out  of  town  visitors  who  may  wish  to  come  during  the 
lectures  of  Doctors  Richardson  and  Wendland  in  the  fall,  of  Dr.  Cullman 
in  the  winter,  and  of  Dr.  Rowley  in  the  spring,  the  seminary  will  be  glad  to 
assist,  upon  request,  in  securing  suitable  places  for  them  in  the  community. 
Those  who  desire  to  do  so  may  take  their  meals  in  the  seminary  refectory. 

The  seminar  to  be  conducted  by  Professor  Cullman  has  been  so  scheduled 
that  ministers  within  commuting  distance  of  Atlanta  may  be  able  to  attend 
by  using  their  Mondays  for  this  purpose.  Graduate  credit  will  be  allowed. 

The  pubUc  is  also  invited  to  attend  all  lectures  so  far  as  space  available 
in  the  seminary  chapel  will  permit  them  to  do  so.
